I believe that Dr. Bosco is

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"' Old Man’ breaks 
swimming records

When a competitvie swimmer 
nears his twenty-first birthday 
his thoughts usually turn to 
retirement with Mike 
Burton, however, the ambitious, 
25-year-old athlete who won, at 
Munich, the third gold medal of 
his Olympic career. Four years 
ago found Mike in Mexico City 
winning a gold in the 1500 and 
400-meter freestyle. Last month 
in Munich “the old man” of the

United States team not only 
broke the Olympic record of 
16:39 for the 1500-meter 


freestyle but set a new world 
record of 15:52.5-two-tenths of 
a second under the standing 
world record 

“It’s such a great honor and 
thrill to be able to go to the 
Olympic games,’’ Mike 
explained. “I didn't think I 
could win but it turned out to 
be the best race of my life.” 

At the Chicago Olympic trials 
Mike came in third, just 
qualifying for the team. He 
explained that he was so thrilled 
to be able to compete in this 
year's games that he “would 
have been happy with a silver or 
bronze medal.” 

A resident of Sacramento and 
former CSUS swim coach, Mike 
pleased with the Munich 
facilities and praised the 
Germans who “went all out to 
put on good games

Burton expressed the feeling 
that there was too much politics 
involved in the Olympics. “If the 
games are to survive, we have to 
get politics out of it.” 

He referred to such political 
issues as the playing of the 
National Anthem of each gold 
medal winner, the Arab terrorist 
action and the Rumanian 
controversy. 

“We have to fight back against 
this type of thing. If we don’t, 
people may constantly use the 
games as a political forum,” he 
said. 

“The Olympics is a meeting of 
athletes throughout the world. 
In ancient times the wars 
between countries used to cease 
during games,” Burton 
stated. 

When asked what he felt about 
the Black September raid, Mike 
said he was “pretty stunned.” 

“It was a tragic and great loss 


ihe 


but you can’t let politics 
jaterrupi the games” 
The ott spoken but 


»pinionated athlete added that if 
the games were cancelled the 
terrorists would have succeeded 


in their endeavor to completely 
disrupt the games. 

Burton explained that guards 
checked passes at all gates. 

“If security had been much 
tighter, it would have been a 
prison. To prevent what 
happened with the terrorists, 
there would have had to be a 
guard posted every 10 feet along 


the fence. It is something that 
just should never have 
happened.” 


One of the biggest sources of 
conflict during the Twentieth 
Olympiad concerned the 
officials and their decisions. 


“They are suppose to promote 
fair play but they seem to 
dictate the outcome without a 
fair hearing,” Mike said. “The 
U.S. got the short end a lot. If 
the rest of the world was out to 
get the U.S. in these games, they 
did a good job.” 


Burton referred to the 
Collet-Matthews affair where the 
two U.S. athletes were casually 
talking throughout the national 
anthem. 

“The 1.0.C. (International 
Olympic Committee) banned the 
two from further competition 
without a hearing of any sort.” 


Burton felt the 
immature since 
Anthem only lasts a couple of 
minutes, yet feels strongly 
that they should have had come 
type of hearing 

An incident of bias that stood 
out in Burton’s mind was the 
U.S.S.R.-U.S. basketball dispute 
After the game was won by the 


actions were 
the National 


United States team, Russia was 
given an additional three seconds 
in which they made a basket 
that gave the championship to 
the Soviet Union. 


A protest was lodged by the 
U.S. and the final decision rested 
with the F.C.B.A.--a five 
member panel comPosed of four 
iron curtain country members, 
and one western official. The 
outcome was a vote of 4 to 1 in 
favor of the U.S.S.R. team. 


“Most subjective events were 
judged unfairly, not only against 
the U.S. but against other 
countries as well,” Mike said 

“Id like to see the athietes run 





the games. The athletes would 
be more fair than the officials. 
We tend to be harder on 
ourselves,” he said. 

Burton felt disdain about the 
Demont affair, where Rick 
Demont had his gold medal 
revoked because the LO.C. 
found he had taken a drug for 
his asthma prior to the event. 

“He definitely got burned,” 
Burton exclaimed. “The fault 
lies with the U.S. medical 
doctors. They didn’t tell him 
that he couldn't take the 
medication.” 

Did the 1.0.C. make the right 
decision” don’t know. If they 
went by the rules, yes. But the 
rules must be updated. They 
should decide what drugs aide an 
athlete’s performance and then 
follow that decision.” 

“Eddie Hart and Ray Robinson 
lost by default when they missed 
their event due to a 
misunderstanding of the 
scheduled time. The officials 
could have ruled to hold the 
track event over but didn’t. 

The scapegoat of the lost event 
was Stan Wright, CSUS track 
coack. “Stan, I think, is taking 
the total blame. ! don’t think it 
is totally his fault. Other coaches 


had the same schedule Stan 
did.” 
The tri-gold winner was 


unyielding in his praise for the 
track coach. 

“He’s a good man. If he was 
into swimming I'd wim for him, 
but track is his thing.” 

Burton correlated the whole 
problem with the Bay of Pigs 
fiasco and President Kennedy’s 
broad shoulders. There were 
others at fault yet the public 
blaine laid with the President 

Taking into consideration the 
problems of this year’s games 
Mike had some suggestions for 
improvement of the world-wide 
athletic events 

“It is a billion dollar business 
for the country that takes on the 
burden of poutting on the 
Olympics. | think they should be 
spread across the world. One 
event could be held in 
country and another in another 
country.” 

“The only disadvantage in the 
separation of events is in not 
being with so many athletes.” 
He points out that in this system 
an athlete would only be 
exposed to those in his 
particular athletic field 

Mike was selected by the U.S. 
Board of Consultants to carry 
the United States flag in the 
closing ceremonies. 

“It was really great~-far out-to 
be in there with all those flags 
was just fantastic.” 

Mike explained that he was 
amazed at being in such a sea of

Since its opening, December 1, 
1971, His Place has existed 
entirely from donations. No 
collection is ever taken at any of 


the services. The coffee, tea or 
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His children 
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hot chocolate is also donated by 
people who “just want to be a 
part of the program,” Tyron 
said. 

No one is forced to take a 
stand for Christ during the 
services. If anyone feels he or 
she would like to change their 
lives and accept Christ, they 
must make the initial step, 
before the Outreach program's 
volunteer workers can assist 
them. However, once the 
decision is made to accept 
Christ, the Outreach volunteer 
workers make sure they give the 
maximum aid to the newly saved 
convert 

If the newly saved convert 
wants to kick a drug habit, the 
Outreach worker will help him 
Also, if there is any other 
problem veneral disease, 
alcohol, runaways -- (he 
Outreach worker is ready to 
as in any way possible 
Because of their faith in Jesus 
Christ, the Outreach volunteers 
can offer aid to most of the 
converts. It is their faith that 
makes them believe they can 


help others, who will remain 
saved, once they know Jesus 

His Place offers “‘a change in a 
person’s life in any way they 
may need the change,” Tyron 
said. “Specifically,” Tyron said, 
the Outreach program is to save 
kids. But, he continued, “we are 
willing to help anyone who 
requests it at His Place.” 

And it is these youngsters who 
become the ambassadors for His 
Place, looking for other 
youngsters to save 

The bookstore at His Place is 
well stocked with religious 
literature as well as tapes and 
albums. There are over 500 
volumes of religious books on 
the sheives 


All non-students are requested 
to pay a $2.00 membership fee 
per year. A student gets a free 
membership card, by showing 
his student identification.

(Jaroslav Balik) Hard as it is to 
believe, this film after ten years 
remains relatively unknown and 
unhailed. Yet it undoubtedly is 
one of the great stylistic and 
humanistic accomplishments of 
the brief Czech film renaissance 
Perhaps because the influences 
seem to be so French (Rene 
Clair and Jean Renoir) the film 
never gets mentioned in articles 
and reviews of Czech film.

program,” conceding that “‘we’re 
interested because it generates a 
lot of revenue. It’s a big market 
and it hasn’t been properly 
tapped. 

“These people are doing a 
helluva job,” he adds, “making a 
lot of sales, gesting out to the 
black community, to the people 
who might have been reluctant 
to travel, afraid that they'd 
experience prejudice or seem to 
be ignorant of travel.” 

Not all blacks working for’ 
United have volunteered for 
their share of the pie, however 
Ai least some of those who have 


not joined the program have 
sensed exploitation, concedes 
Carr. 

But those who have 


volunteered seem not to care 
much. Says Carr, “If you woik 
for a company, you may not be 
in love with it, but you want it 
to make money so you can get 
your raises.” 

Others have their own reasons 
Sales representative Bill Smith 
likes the program because it’s 
“more than just answering the 
phone.” By encouraging black 
tours and working exclusively 
with black travel agencies, Smith 
feels he is helping to put money 
back into the black community 

As to others in the program 
Smith regrets that United's 
whites are not able to deal more 
successfully with blacks. “‘It’ 
unfortunate that we have to 
have this program,” he says. 
“But it’s not only what’s wrong 
with the airline business, but 
what's wrong with the country.” 

“Eventually, if we do a good 
job, whites will become 
educated to who blacks are and 
what they like,” says Smith 
When the program was begun in 
the Bay Area this summer, it was 
preceded by what Smith calls 
“an eyeball-to- eyeball 
discussion with management at 
which time someone made the 
statement that all our lives we've 
had to adjust to the white world 
but the whites never bothered to 
know anything about us; they 
didn't have to.” 

Leavers acknowledgment tha 
the blacks are educating the 
airline shows that the company 
may not be getting exactly the 
message that Smith and other: 
think it’s getting. Pressed for an 
example of its “education,: 
Leaver said, “Some people who 
might have been dragging their 
feet are being educated to the 
fact that it (blacks) is a very 
large market and we'd better get 
at it.” 

But with no management clout, 
it is understandable that blacks 


may make ineffectual teachers 
The few management positions 
they do hold have little 
seniority 


Their powerlessness within the 
company may be another of the 
motivations the blacks have for 
volunteering for the program 
“As a result of the program,’ 


says Leaver, “some of these 
people will be recognized a 
superior performers an W 


advance into other positions.” 
In the meantime the Bil 
Smiths will continue to educate 
their white bosses. ““Whites hav: 
to become educated as to what 
blacks are about,” Smith says 
“Until that time we'll 
Sometiuing Special.”
